Severay meth¬ 
ods have already been tried with some 
success but these • are only in the 
Experimental stages. When the land 
is nqw there is no danger oLsoil drift¬ 
ing because of the presence of grass 
roots but the oftener it is plowed and ' 
cropped the more tendency it has to 
blow. Summerfallowing is a preven¬ 
tative of soil drifting and the speaker 
pointed out that instead of this {reing 1 
put off until July as is the general 
custom it should be done as early as 
possible after seeding and cited April 
as a good time to start. The reason 
for this was to store up moisture, the 
weeds being a secondary consideration. 
It has been noted that in dry years j 
Helds that have been plowed late and 
in a dry condition have blown while 
fields plowed eaily and in good "con¬ 
dition have not blown at all. Discing 
is better done in the spring and if 
done immediately after seeding will 
be found profitable and help to eradi¬ 
cate the Russian Thistle and Tumb¬ 
ling Mustard, which gets an early 
start but does not grow very fast un¬ 
til the hot weather comes and by plow¬ 
ing early to a depth of six or seven 
inches weeds are destroyed when only 
three or four inches high and the sub¬ 
oil that is turned up will stay on top 
in little chunks and prevent blowing 
to a great extent. After plowing 
pack immediately and the field will 
need no more attention for two or 
thi ee weeks, dependent on the .weather 
hen cultivator should be put on. The

PREMIER MEIGHEN ON THE 
TARIFF 


Whcii Premier Meighen compl. ted 
his tour o^/Albcrta lact week during 
whieb-ttfiie he spoke to immense aud¬ 
iences at Calgary, Edmonton, Leth¬ 
bridge and Medicine Hat, it is afe 
to say he made a very favorable im¬ 
pression among those who heard him 
in the clear cut, wholesome way in 
which he presented the case in beiralf 
of the government of which h.- it 
premier. It would be impossible for 
us to present his address in full, but 
we reproduce in this column a few 
of the pertinent points made in his 
address- at the Calgary meeting: 

“Canada was never further'a-ay 1 
from the policy of free trade thu i it 
is today.' There was never less im ! ill¬ 
ation to tie ourselves up wjth t: riff 
obligations with the United States. 
We are making our own tariff and we 
will continue to do so. Our tariff: is 
the lowest of any country of any size 
which claims a protective policy. 1 
and not an extreme protectionist but 
I am a moderate pi otectionist, and 
such a policy would never be abandon¬ 
ed by any man who has thrust upon 
him the responsibility of governm nt. 

“I am not and nevgr was a 1 igli 
protectionist. I never said a word in 
partrament or out of it in favor of 
high protection. All that I want is 
enough protection to keep our indus¬ 
tries. » 

“Our tariff today is the same in 
kind as that laid down by the Liber¬ 
als when they were ■in power. i’he 
only difference is that it is lower. 

“We could reduce the tariff, but we 
are not going to do so, if it means a 
loss to the .people of Canada and will 
have the effect of sending them away, 

• “The protective principle must be 
in the Canadian tariff as" long as you 
and I live. 

“You can’t get any tariff thaf'will 
completely satisfy every province. 
The best that can be done is to get a 
tariff that represents the average need 
of the whole people, east, west, north 
and south. " 

“We can only be sure of our own 
market. It would be manifest mad¬ 
ness -for us to have free trade if the 
United States continues protectionist. 

“Experience, instead of theory, is in 
favor of a moderate and reasonable 
course in respect to the Canadian tar¬ 
iff. A tariff on the protective plan 
is necessary. 

“The Liberal government did the 
light thing, I am free to say, when it 
put on a protective tariff. What J 
find it at fault in now is its making 
illagations against the present gov¬ 
ernment for carrying on the same pol- 
cy, and this just to please the ■ low 
tariff west. 

“The Liberal program consists half 
in .saying they want free trade and the 
other half in saying they don’t want

A very interesting meeting was held 
also in the hall on the same date 
vhen Miss Allely, of the Claresholm 
>choo! of Agriculture, gave an address 
on “Poirts to be considered in judg¬ 
ing Domestic Exhibits at Agricultur¬ 
al Fairs.” The first part of the very 
nstructive lecture was home making 
as a. science and the speaker pointed 
out that good home making was a pro¬ 
fession, an art, and the universal aim 
was to make a success of the home. 
As in business, best efforts must be 
-given it to make it as perfect as pos¬ 
sible. The work in the hdme was not 
drugery if the home maker was pre¬ 
pared for the work. Even great ar¬ 
tists had the meaner part to do such 
as washing their brushes, etc., and the 
natural desire for occupation should 
make - this work a pleasure. Even 
magazines often devoted a lot of space 
to things concerning the home which 
pioves the subject to be world wide. 
Miss Allely then spoke of the splendid 
work done in the schools and also at 
home by the children and exhibited 
at the Fair. She also spoke of the 
lovely work shown last September in 
connection with the Vulcan Agricul¬ 
tural Society, : tatii g that the cook¬ 
ing, sewing, etc., v a the very best 
she had had the pleasure of seeing and 
which gave her a splendid idea of the 
excellent home makers of Vulcan. In 
reference to the uses of the Fair the 
speaker stated that three points stood 
out prominently, .namely, that new 
lines of work was advanced, that by 
studying the woik of ot hers our 6wn 
was improved, and that acoTnmunity 
spirit was created. Then the subject 
of judging exhibits was introduced 
and Miss Allely spoke largely in favor 
of a variety in the prize list and re- 
maiked that people so often misunder- 
stool the meaning of the same and ex¬ 
cellent wojk had to be disqualified on 
account of the judges not being able 
to place them at all. A* good plan 
would be for exhibitors to discuss thE 
whys and wherefors of the different 
awards with the judges afterwards, 
for instance in bread, the points to bo 
considered were many and consisted 
of appearance, shape, color of the 
crust which should bo a golden brown, 
color of the crumb which should be 
creamy in preference to pure white, 
the texture which should bo fine and 
not too holey, and lastly the taste 
which should be sweet and moist and 
not at all Tyoasty.
